Every day Dr. A. K. Fisher of the 
biological survey, the governm ent’s 
leading authority on owls, ascends' 
into the dark tower and examines the 
daily report of these ambassadorial 
birds. 
Said report is in the form of 
little balls of feathers, fur and bones, 
which are disgorged by the birds af­ 
ter they have eaten all the digesti­ 
ble portions of their prey. 
This in­ 
delicate w ay vof feeding has been the 
salvation of the owls. Formerly all 
hawks and owls were supposed to be 
destructive to poultry
